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College Tuition 
Debated at SCAI 


The topic of discussion at the March 
9th meeting of SCAI (Student Coun¬ 
cil Against Intolerance) was the con¬ 
troversial plan of Governor Rocke¬ 
feller to institute tuition at state sup¬ 
ported colleges. 

The general consensus at the meet¬ 
ing was that the current plan is un¬ 
acceptable. However, SCAI vice-pres¬ 
ident, 'Paul Millman, stated, “There is 
a need for more funds and some type 
of tuition should be charged.” He ex¬ 
pressed his idea that though tuition is 
needed, the governor's plan is wrong. 
Paul would like to see a system where¬ 
by pupils who could not afford tuition 
would receive scholarships without be¬ 
ing subjected to a pauper's oath or its 
equivalent. 

Joan Becker, the organization's 
president, agreed that more funds are 
needed but maintained that it is not 
sufficiently proved that a tuition is the 
only recourse. A crack-down on waste 
in the education system might turn 
up more funds. She pointed for an 
example to 100 million dollars set 
aside for fallout shelters in the state 
treasury. So far, very little if any of 
these funds have been used. 

Heated Discussion 

At times the discussion became very 
emotional. Paul Millman charged that 
presently children of rich families are 
receiving free educations at the City 
Colleges, while students with 84.9 
averages who cannot afford college

The College Advisory Office recom¬
